Plan for the Reorganization 
of Ship Building 
Company. 


New York, May 27.—The plan for the 
reorganization of the United states Ship- 
building Company was msde public to- 
right. It has been prepared and will be 
carried out by a committee consisting of 
George R. Srelde1, chairman; Charles §. 
Fairchild, president of. the New York 
Security and Trust Company; John E. 
Borne, president of the Colonial Trust 
Company; Max Pam and. Charles W. 
Wetmore, president Sf the North Ameri- 
can company. 

The plan provides for the organization 
of a company with the title of Bethle- 
hem Steel and Shipbuilding Company. 
The properties to be taken over are:

Windlass Company, Bath, Me.; Crescent 
Ship Yard Company, Blizabethport, N.

Shipbuilding Company, New London, 
Conn.; Harland & Hollingsworth com- 
rany, Wil@ington, Del.; also all of the 
capital stock, except directors’ qualifi- 
cation ¢*sMares, of the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, owning the Bethlehem steel 
works and property in the boroughs of 
Sorth Bethlehem and Northampton 
Heights, 

The total capitalization of the United 
States’ Shipbuilding Company and allied 
companiés is $81.686,264, including liabill- 
ties. 

It is proposed that the néw company, 
in the acquisition of all the properties 
and assets of the. shipbuilding company 
and its constituent companies, including 
the Bethlehem Steel Company, and for 
the securing of additional cash -working 
capital, shall- issue $12,000,000 of thirty- 
year 5 per cent first mortgage gold bonds. 
Voting trust certificates will be issued 
for $15,000,000 of common stock. 

The totel capitalization of the new 
company will be $43,000,000 and its fixed 
charges will be $517;690 for interest on 
the underlying bonds of the Bethlehem 
iron and the Bethlehem stec! companies 
and $600,000 on the first mortgage bonds 
ef the new company, a total of $1,117,559. 

To secure continuity In the manage- 
mient of the new corporation, it is pro- 
posed to create @ voting trust for a period 


of seven years.

Cleveland’s Reply to Re- 
quest of Laboring 
Men. 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 27.—H. C. Collins, 
chairman of the local labor day celebra- 
tion, who wrote to ex-President Grover 
Cleveland for some suggestion which 
might be made a feature of the day, has 
received the following reply: 

‘Princeton, N. J., May 23.—I have recelv- 
ed your letter asking me to make some 
‘suggestions concerning a desirable dis- 
play for your celebration of Labor day. 
I am very much interested in fair and 
peaceful relations between employed and 
employer, and desire, above all things, 
that there should be an end to the unfor- 
tunate. quarrels and misunderstandings 
which have so often occurred between 
these. elements of our social system. 

“Tt hesitate to make any suggestion in 
the line which you present to me, but I 
should be very glad to know that your pa- 
rade‘ carried some banner indicative of 
the laboring man’s desire to preserve 
peaceful relations with those who employ 
labor. I wish it might enter your minds, 
if consistent with your situation, to carry 
in your parade some insignia which means 
peace, something like a white flag of 
truce.

BIG MERGER OF COAL MINES 


Capitalists of Memphis Are Behind 
the Deal. 

Memphis, Tenn., May 27.—A proposition 
has been submitted that the Tennessee 
Trust Company, of Memphis, join with 
the Union Bank and Trust Company, of 
Louisville, Ky.; in negotiating and con- 
cluding the merger of the coal mines of 
western Kentucky into one big eoal field. 
The proposition is now being tentatively 
considered. 4 

The sum of $1,500,000 in cash is required 
to swing the deal and put the new 
corporation in complete control of all the 
mines. Another million or so will be re- 
quired later at a specified time. 

The Illinois Central and Louisville and 
Nashville railroads tap all these mines. 
The two roads are the main arteries, 
which carry the coal of western Ken- 
tucky mines from the, source of supply 
to the markets which they supply. The 
merger under way. is of ail the mines 
which are on the lines of these two 
railroads.

CLEVELAND ‘TALKS — 


Six Factories in the Gas Belt Are 
Wrecked—Northwestern Ohio 
Is Also Swept by 2 
Destructive 
Storm. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 27.—Indiana was 
storm-swept today. Three lives were lost 
and more than $1,000,000 damage was done 
to property. The worst destruction was 
in the gas belt. Six factories at Kokomo 
were partially wrecked. The loss in Ko- 
komo is estimated at $100,000. 

At Alexandria four smokestacks were 
blown down, killing W. 8. Gray, a ma- 
chinist. Willie Black, aged 10, was killed 
at Converse, and Langford Stephenson, 
a farmer at Logansport, was killed by 
lightning. In the northern part of the 
state there was heavy wind and hail. 

Oklahome. Is Flooded. 

Guthrie, Okla., May 27.—At present rail- 
way service in Oklahoma is a difficult 
problem on account vf high water. It 
will be a week before the Rock Island 
will run trains over the main line into 
Texas, as the bridge over the Washita 
river at Chicksha, Ind. T., is gone. The 
Choctaw road lost 3,000 feet of track near 
El Reno, several hundred feet east and 
west of Oklahoma, and, on account of 
equipments being shut off, the division 
between Geary, Oklahoma and Anthony, 
Kansas, is not operating. There will be 
no trains over the Frisco southwest from 
Oklahoma City until the last of the 
week. 

One hundred yards of Frisco track be- 
tween Chandler and Oklahoma City were 
also washed away. 

Ohio Swept by Storm. 

Toledo, Ohio, May 27.—Northwestern 
Ohio was visited by one of the worst 
storms in its history today. The :jlam- 
age done in Toledo is estimated at $100,- 
000, while reports from all portions of 
northwestern Ohio indicate that great 
damage was done throughout the coun- 
try, and especially in the oil fields south 
of Toledo. Three men were seriously in- 
jured here, 

Great Damage in Iowa. 

Des Moines, Iowa, May 27.—When 
wire communication with interior towns 
was opened up today then it became ap- 
parent that yesterday’s tornado caused 
far greater loss than was at first re- 
ported. A report early today from Botna, 
in Shelby county, received by way of 
Audubon, says that the town of Botna 
was completely demolished, and that 
many farm houses near that place were 
wrecked. At Botna a large church and 
the Great Western depot ure among the 
buildings Known to have been wrecked. 

Ten miles north of Gray, Audubon 
county, two children are reported killed 
in the wreckage of a farm house and 
five others injured seriously. All were 
occupants of one house. 

Man Crushed to Death. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., May 27.—The storm 
here this afternoon assumed the propor- 
tions of a tornado. Ita Dickson, a rail- 
road section hand, was crushed to death 
under a falling tree.

AUT 1S NOT ExTHUSSTI 


Says Negroes Should Buy Stock in 
Railroads and Get Control. 
Should Own Their Thea- 
ters and Hotels and 
Employ Own Race. 


Washington, May 27.—(Special.)—‘l will 
probably vote for President Roosevelt, 
but I am not enthusiastic.” 

This declaration was made at a colored 
people's meeting here last night by 
George H. White, a negro, who was for- 
merly a member of congress from North 
Carolina. He was the orator at a meeting 
of the Historical Association in the Metro- 
politan African Methodist church. His 
subject was the “Trend of the Times,”’ 
and his remarks were devoted to the race 
problem from the viewpoint of an ex- 
congressman with a grievance due to 
not obtaining recognition by the prescnt 
administration after he lost his congres- 
sional job. 

He drew a doleful picture @ the future 
for the negroes. He did not think the 


view. White spoke of the comparatively 
insignificant problems confronting the 
negro prior to the act of emancipation. 
He referred to the activity of the colored 
nan sinc? then, ‘especially along commer- 
cia! lines, and his loyalty to the American 
flez, and gave considerable data relative 
to what he has accomplished fn business 
fields. 


Tells Them to Try Commerce. 


“Whatever solution there may be to the 
colored man’s. problem,” said White. 
“none will come through moral lines of 
right, but instead a&’ a matter of neces- 
sity. That necessity will weigh as heav- 
ily upon the white man ag upon the 
negro. My advice to negroes, as I am 
able to seg their necessities, is for them 
to advance all they can commercially. 
Open stores of your own. Become pro- 
prietors of your own theaters, your own 
hotels. Ryn them for yourselves, as you 
now run your churches. Own your own 
railroads. Buy stock in railroad lines, 
obtain controlling interests, an@ make the 
policy of those roads to suit yourselves. 
in accordance with your own views. Be- 
come self-reliant. 

“There is no hope for the negro in par- 
ty politics. 
for ourselves, become employers of our 
own people. I myself, in New Jersey, 
am employing twenty colored men. arti- 
Sans, and work such ag this, now being 
started on a small scale throughout the 
country, will grow to great proportions.” 


Senator Simmons. in regard to the educa- 
tion of the negro, and added: 

“The trend of the times is against the 
negro, and the time has come when he 
must carve out hjs own destiny. He 
must wait no longer for his 40 acres and 
a mule, but must get control of business 
interests, however small. He must be- 
come a landholder. There is no color in 
a greenback. No question of race is 
there in land, a forest or qa farm. The 
man who, in these days, gets gold and 
property is the man who suceeeds, irre- 
spective of his color.”’ 

No Hope from Republicans. 

“The negro has nothing to hope for 
from the republican party. Since the 
Dred Scott decision there has not been 
handed down from the supreme court of 
the United States a decision that I can 
call to mind in favor of the negro. 

“The cutting down of negro representa- 
tion in the south has not been proposed 
ty democrats, but our so-called repub- 
lican friends. I am not a democrat and 
there is no place in the democratic party 
for a self-respecting negro. The negro 
today is without a party. He has but 
few friends in the republican party, the 
party which he helped to put in power. 

“To the letter of President Roosevelt 
with refernce to keeping ajar the doors 
of opportunity for deserving colored men. 
I take off my hat. That subsqquent let- 
ter of the president to Mr. Clark Howell. 
at Atlanta, and his act in turning down 
Samuel Vick as postmaster at Wilson, 
N. C., made me weak. 

“I will probably vote for President 
Roosevelt. He will be nom mated and I 
will have to vote for him. But I am not 
enthusiastic.” { ,

The state ad- 
ministration was strotigly indorsed and no 
mention was made in the platform of the 
Grady-Salus libel law enacted by the 
recent legislature. United States Senator 
Quay declined to accept reelection as 
chairman of the state committee and his 
colleague, Senator Boies Penrose, was 
chosen his successor.

West Point Board of Trade and Rail- 
road President Meet. 

West Point, Ga., May 27.—(Special.)— 
President Charles A. Wickersham, of 
the Atlanta and West Point rallroad, was 
at this place yesterday and last night 
he held another meeting with the com- 
mittee on transportation appointed by 
the board of trade regarding the recent 
advance made in freight charges to this 
point. 

The meeting was held in the office of 
General Agent J. E. Wooten and was 
attended by the president and a number 
of other officials of the road and by the 
entire board of trade of West Point. The 
citizens egain appealed against the high 
rates recently established by the railroad 
commission and are making a strong ef- 
fort tc have the former rates established 
again. 

This is the third meeting the board 
of trade has held with President Wick- 
ersham, but as yet have not succeeded 
in having their claims granted. On 
March 28 the railroad commission of 
Georgia advanced the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad from first to second class, 
thereby allowing them to charge an ad- 
vance of from 10 to 20 per cent on the 
majority of the goods handled by them. 
The board of trade immediately took 
action against this decision and have not 
been able to settle it with the Tfail- 
road. 

Another meeting of the commissioners 
will be held on May 30 to investigate the 
earnfngs and expenses of the Atlanta 
and West Point to see if the decision will 
stand or not. 


WILL RUN ON SHORTER TIME 


Mills Around West Point To Close 
Week ‘on Friday. 

West Point, Ga., May 27.—(Special.)— 
The action of the Southern Cotton Spin- 
rers’ Association deciding to run the 
various cotton mills throughout the south 
on short time during the summer months 
was adhered to by the three large cot- 
ton mills located here, the Lanett mills, 


and the Riverdale cotton mills, and be- 
ginning this week these mills will run 
only five days per week, closing on Fri- 
day afternoon instead of Saturday. This 
change will affect the wages of about 
3,200 employees. When jnterviewed on 
the subject one of the representatives of 
the corporation owning these mills stated 
that a large amount of repairs and 
changes would be made during the sum- 
mer months and that this schedule of 
working was more’ preferable to the em- 
ployees than to close for two weeks iater 
in the summer that the alterations might 
be made. This corporation was offered a 
profit of no less than $7.50 per bale on 
their entire stock of spot cotton, but 
the offer was declined, as they say they 
would under no corcumstances cause such 
an immense number of laborers to be 
thrown out of employment. 


A Dangerous Crossing. 


Macon, Ga., May 27.—(Special.)—The 
point where the Central of Georgia road 
crosses Bay street is now inviting the 
attention of Macon’s police department. 
Switching is going on there at all*hours 
of the day and night and business peo- 
ple and otbers are inclined to pronounce 
the crossing dangerous, so much so it 
interferes with the passage not only of 
vehicles but pedestrians, because the rail- 
road employees are more or le8s reck- 
less. 

This morning President Block, of the 
Acme Brewing Company, sert a formal 
complaint to Chief of Police Murphy 
about the situation at the crossing. Pres- 
ident Block asserts that he and others 
in that section find it impossible to se- 
cure anything like a cooperation on the 
part of the railroad people in keeping the 
crossing open.

Arrest Causes Sensation. 

The arrest created a profound sensa- 
tion at the postoffice department. The 
mews spread rapidly and within a few 
minutes after the arrest the fact was 
known generally. Postmaster General 
Payne lost no time in communicating 
the news to the public. summoning the 
newspaper men and saying: 

“Mr. Machen is now undér arrest in 
this building. He has received a large 
sum of money from the contractors who 
supply the government with certain arti- 
cles. The amount he is charged with re- 
eeiving is over $4,000. The department

$22,000 in connection with a contract held 
by Groff Brothers, of Washington, D. C., 
for a patent fastener used on street let- 
ter boxes, known as the Groff fastener. 
The postoffice department in the past ten 
years has used about $140,000 worth of 
these fasteners, and it is shown by am- 
ple evidence that, for the past three 
years, at least, Mr. Machen has been 
receiving 40 per cent of the amounts 
paid to the Groffs. The transaction of 
the business was conducted by Diller B. 
Groff, who controls the patent of his 
brother, Samuel A., a policeman.’’ 

Machen Gave Big Bond. 

Mr. Machen was taken by the. dep- 
uty marshal directly to the office of: Uni- 
ted States Commissioner Taylor Where 
arrangements to give bail were made. 
Mr. Machen communicated with his at- 
torneys, Douglass & Douglass, and in a 
few minutes Charlies A. Douglass, sen- 
ior member of the firm, arrived at the 
commissioner’s office and assumed charge 
of the case: On behalf of his client, he 
demanded an immediate hearing. 

Assistant District Attorney Hugh Tag- 
gart, who is conducting the case for the 
government, informed Commissioner Tay- 


lor that he was not ready to proceed 
and asked for a postponement of the 
hearing for ten days. To this request 
Commissioner Taylor acceded and fixed 
the hearing for Friday, June 6, 

After a brief discussion of the bond, 
Commissioner Taylor announced that he 
would ask bail in the sum of $20,000. This 
was satisfactory to Mr. Machen and hfs 
attorneys and the Union Surety and 
Guaranty Company, of Philadelphia, gave 
the bond. 

To all newspaper men Mr. Machen said 
that he had no extended statement to 
make for publication, To a representative 
of the Associated Press he said: 

“This will come out all right. My ar- 
rest is merely a grandstand play.’ 

Attorney Charles Douglass made this 
statement: 

“Several days ago my firm was retain- 
ed by Mr. Machen to look after his inter- 
ests in connection with fhe investigation 
of affairs at the postoffice department. 
I am,+therefore, cognizant of the situa- 
tion in detail. I am confident that, at 
the proper time, we shall be able to show 
in the most conclusive way. that not only 
has Mr. Machen been guilty of no wrong 
in connection with the department's 
transaction with Groff Brothers, but that 
his administration of the affairs of the 
free delivery system has been character- 
ized by uprightness, integrity and abil- 
ity.’ 

Mr. Groff did not make any statement 
regarding his conneetion with the charge 
against him. The warrant served him 
charges a violation of the section of the 
reviged statutes making. bribery of offi- 
cers of the government a criminal offense. 
The information upon which the warrant 
was issued was' sworn to by Walter 8. 
Mayer, a postoffice inspector. This in- 
formation alleges the payment by the 
partners of various sums Of money to 
August W. Machen, in pursuance of the 
alleged agreement between them in con- 
nection with the-purchase of letter box 
fasteners. Samuel A. Groff, the other 
partner, was arrested tonight, Arrange- 
ments. were’ made immediatel¥: whereby 
he was released on $5,000*bail béthg given 
for his appearance before United States 
Commissioner Taylor when required. 


End Is Not Yet, Says Payne. 

Postmaster General Payne said that the 
évidence against Machen was of the most 
conclusive character. 

“It is a very sad affair.’”’ Mr. Payne 
added. “It is very serious business; The 
probabilities are that the end is not yet.” 

The, postmaster general #aid that the 
department was tunning down all of the 
charges that have been made concern- 
ing the postal administration; that many 
charges have beén made which are not 
Known to the public, and that where a 
few. were substantiated, great numbers 
of’ the allegations proved without foun- 
dation. ° 

He made the significant suggestion that 
there were many. other charges of ir- 
regularities in the free delivery office now 
being investigated. Commenting on the 
arrest of Daniel V. Miller, the assistant 
attorney, which preceded by forty-eight 
hours that of Mr. Machen, Mr. Payne 
said that he had ask2d Assistant Attor- 
ney General Robb whether the Ryan de- 
cision, which Mr. Cnristiancy signed at 
the instance of Miller, was proper under 
the law and under the facts. Mr. Robb’s 
answer has not been received. 

Mr. Payne was asked whether the de- 
partment was keeping in touch with 
George W. Beavers, the former superin- 
tendent of the division of salaries and 
allowances of the department, who sud- 
denly resigned some weeks ago. He re- 
plied affirmatively. 

“Tt have no doubt,’ he said, ‘that the 
department is keeping track of him.” 

Postmaster General Payne dismissed 
Mr. Machen in the following order: 

‘A. W. Machen is this day” removed 
from the position of general superintend- 
ent of the free delivery service. His 
removal is made by reason of malfeas- 
ance on his part in the discharge of the 
duties ‘of his office.’’

Though activity 
may not return to him. or his cunning 
hand to its wonted labors, he will 
still have to his credit the fact that 
he helped men to think, the state to 
grow and his proteasion to be higher 
esteemed. 
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White Immigrants Wanted. 

The New Orleans Picayune and 
Houston Post are on the right track in 
extolling the advantages offered -by 
the south to white immigrants, partic- 
ularly to such as make good farm 
workers and industrial workmen. The 
southern states have a remarkably 
small foreign-born population—a much 
smaller percentage than is good for 
their material upbuilding. Numerical- 
ly there is a redundancy of negroes for 
laborers, but the agricultural and in- 
dustrial condition of the south today 
attests all too plainly that this class 
of labor cannot be or is not being 
utilized to the adequate development 
of farm, mill or mine. The negro 
needs white manual competition. At 
his present rate of manual retrogres- 
sion he presents @ disquieting problem 
in southern development. 

There is no doubt that, as a gen- 
eral proposition, the negro laborer is 
steadily growing less satisfactory. He 
can workif he will, but itis the excep- 


ently.. In this connection, we note a 
movement in Baldwin county, Ala- 
bama, to establish an extensive “white 
man’s colony,” to be supported by ag- 
riculture and varied industry. There 
is nothing of the cooperative or other 
theoretical feature about the plan, 
the idea being simply to secure com- 
petent labor, which it is denied the 
negroes afford. A call is being made 
for immigrants from the northern 
states and northern Europe, on most 
liberal inducements. In various parts 
of the south there are already white 
colonies, the field and other manual 
work of which is performed exclusive- 
ly by white immigrants, and these gar- 
den spots afford a striking object les- 
son in comparison with the usual ap- 
pearance of rural communities in their 
section. They are as veritable oases 
in a desert. 

The Houston Post says of the num- 
erous foreign colonists of Texas: 


The foreign citizenship of Texas has 
teen a powerful factor for good. First 
the Germans, then the Swedes and next 
the Bohemians who have settled among 
us are responsible for much of our pros- 
rerity. By industry and thrift they have 
in a majority of instances accumulated 
a fair measure of this world’s goods and 
cemonstrated beyond question that hon- 
ést toil is sure of a rich reward in this 
section. 

Peacefully inclined and naturally law- 
abiding, the immigrants who have come ‘o 
Texas have proven a valuable addition to 
its population. Many of their number 
~ave made their mark in our history, be- 
coming prominent in professional and- po- 
litical life. Names foreign in origin: are 
common in Texas commercial circles, suc- 
cess being the usual attendant of their 
possessors. On the farm the German and

Labor Troubles in South Africa. 

In the conquered Transvaal colony, 
as in the Philippines, the foreign de- 
velopers are crying for eoolie labor, 
since it is impossible to secure suffi- 
cient or capable native laborers. The 
same dread that exists elsewhere with 
respect to the large importation of 
Chinese labor is causing a large ma- 
jority of the people of South Africa to 
vigorously protest against any modifi- 
cation of existing laws which will let 
down the bars to the Asiatics, and in 
the face of this protest it is extremely 
improbable that Great Britain will al- 
low the great mine owners and devel- 
opers to have their way. 

The labor problem in the Transvaal 
is interesting as an ethnological side 
study, but not at all unique. It is the 
old problem of trying to make a hired 
hand out of the negro. The Kaffirs 
and kindred African tribesmen afford 
such native workers as the employing 
class are «ble to secure, ani there is 
no more typical negro than the Kaffir. 
In the majority of cases he will not 
work at any price, as he is able to eke 
out some sort of a subsistence without 
sweat; and when he does have to 
work, he doles out his labor very 
penuriously. It is said one able-bodied 
Chinaman will perform the labor of 
two, sometimes three, Kaffirs, to say 
nothing of the indifferent way in 
which the latter do their work. 

During the Boer regime the Kaffir 
was compelled to labor. The Boer 
government controlled the native 
chiefs, and when an employer wanted 
Kaffirs he entered into a kind of con- 
tract with the government, and the 
government into a kind of sub-contract 
with a chief. As for the Kaffir labor- 
er, it can hardly be said that he was a 
party to the contract, for he was virt- 
ually impressed into service for a 
song, under a federal serfdom. Of 
course, tribal allegiance cut some fig- 
ure in the tribesman’s relation to his 
chief. These Kaffir workmen were 
kept under guard in camps very like 
a convict camp, and if they did not 
succeed in-running away, served their 
time out under work overseers who 
did not hesitate to apply the lash. 

Of course, England cannot stand for 
any such labor system, and now that 
the Kaffir cannot be compelled to la- 
bor, he is enjoying dolce far niente, 
while many of the mines are idle from 
lack of sufi.cient. labor to operate 
them. The chiefs are quite willing to 
farm out their miserable subjects on 
terms, but without the co- 
operation of the Transvaal govern- 
ment, the Kaffirs eannot be made to 
work. 

It is said the Kaffirs, who out-num- 
ber the whites several to one, have be- 
come badly demoralized since the Boer 
war, and idleness is fast developing 
their worst criminal side. Their at- 
titude toward the whites has been 
described by the 
“truculent effrontery,” and a race war 
is regarded as imminent. The crime 
of rape against white women was un- 
known among them when the Boer 
burghers held sway, but now it is de- 
clared white settlers live in mortal 
fear of this inherent racial crime. In 
every case thus far where the perpe- 
trator of this beastly crime has been 
appehended ~e has been lynched. 

It will thus be seen that a “race 
problem” has grown out of the labor 


‘problem in ths Transvaal, and the sit- 


uation is exciting the gravest appre- 
hensions, as well as great losses to the 
mine stockholders. There is much 
talk of the industrial training school 
and moral ’suasion as a remedy. 
Hanna as the Pacemaker.

It would be si etresine: but not im- 
possible, denouement to find the invin- 
cible Roosevelt anti-trust programme 
and the Hanna labor legions giving 
shape and substance to the battle line 
of next year. Indeed, it might be the 
salvation of the president and his par- 
ty to force the money power to aban- 
don its dictation in that party, or to 
transfer its presence and schemes to 
some other party.

The wildest blast that Mr. Bryan has 
blown since ‘“‘the Cleveland revival’ be- 
gan were tame in comparison with the 
Eagle's screams. And we know of noth- 
ing that could more seriously grieve the 
discreet friends of the ex-president than 
the prevalence of a suspicion that such 
campaigning had his approbation or sym- 
pathy.

Cleveland is above the reach of such a re- 
proach. The Eagle refers to “sordid or 
fanatical republicanism” as one of the 
agencies ®perating against the salvation 
of the country “through Clevelandism.” 
If the high character of our Brooklyn 
contemporary—a character long and well 
maintained—did not render it immune 
from any suspicion of its integrity, the 
conclusion would be almost inevitable 
that its present purpose’ was to promote 
republican interests by making demo- 
cratic harmonization impossible. Al- 
though “we are bound to bélieve in The 
Eagle's sincerity and honesty, we are sure 
that if its chief desire were’ the ‘-estruc- 
tion of democratic hope it could not ad- 
dress itself to that purpose more shrewd- 
ly and effectually by any change in its 
present plan of operations. The best work

' Billville’s Early Letters. 

The long-lost archives of the Metropolis 
of Billville have been found. They make 
interesting reading, of which we are per- 
mitted to furnish a few extracts: 

“The first settlers of the town of Bill- 
ville came over from Everywhere three 
months before Oglethorpe landed, estab- 
lishing at once the first moonshine distil- 
lery ever operated on Georgia’ soil. No 
such corn liquor as was made then is pos- - 
sible now. After three drinks of it Colonel 
Bill,* for whom the town was named, 
killed a dozen Indians, and climbed a 
Family Tree a quarter of a mile high. 


“After the citizens had passed a year | 


in the peaceable employment of. slaugh- 
tering the original owners of the soil, 
Billville, after a pitched battle, surren- 
dered to the Bill Collectors—a tribe that 
numerously infested that section of coun- 
try, and whose descendants are still with 
us, on the First of every month. 

Society did not make its appearance in 
Billville until the year 1798, when it slid 
down from a Tree, and washed its face, 
and combed its hair, with the Chattahoo- 
chee River for a looking-glass, and gave 
a Fancy Ball, in a mud cabin, the site gf 
which Is still. standing.

Review of the New Orleans Market. 


New York, May 27.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened steady at an advance of 2 
points to a decline of 5 points on the 
near months, while the late months were 
unchanged to 4 £4=points higher. The 
irregularity was largely due to the show- 
ing made by the Liverpool cables, which, 
at the time of the local opening were 
about as expected on the near months, 
while the new crop was higher than was 
considered due on the local closing of 
yesterday. Other inflwences were more 
or less conflicting. The port receipts of 
the day were estimated to show heavily 
as compared with last year; bift, on the 
other hand, estimates for the week into 
sight showed a decreasing tendency and 
the weather was not entirely satisfactory 
in some sections, though favorable in 
cthers. Trading was much less active 
after the call, and after the first demands 
for the new crop had been filled the 
market turned easier, declining to a level 
net 2@20 points lower. At this time July 
sold at 11.12, August at 10.68, September 
9.96 and December at 9.46. At this level 
there was considerable covering, notwith- 
standing the still further losses at Liver- 
pool and the market was slowly ral- 
jied. All through the session May was 
comparatively neglected, and the course 
of that option led to the opinion, more 
or less generally expressed on the floor, 
that the speculative short interest in that 
option had pretty thoroughly covered ands 
that further sensational developments in 
that connection were therefore unlikely.

At any rate, should 
the bureau figures next week prove very 
bearish, it is not probable that the mar- 
ket will suffer any setback except for the 
moment. .
